analysis covered laté-iews- 
casts of each of the three net- 
work-affiliated stations, KSDK- 
TV (Channel 5), KMOV-TV 
(Channel 4) and KTVI-TV 
(Channel 2), and independent 
KPLR-TV (Channel 11). 

For the purpose of this survey, 
weather and sports segments 
were not included as news. Nor 
were ‘‘teases,’’ ‘‘promos’’ or 
“cross talk’’ among people on 
the set if those interludes did not 
jnclude information about a sto- 
Piusiveed by the criteria estab- 
fished by the Journal, the local 
stations devote about 40 percent 
of the half-hour to news content. 
That ranges from an average.of 
}3 minutes, 7 seconds, of news 
on Channel 11 to 11 minutes, 34 
seconds, on Channel 5. 

# Channel 5’s newscast is the 
$trong ratings leader at 10: p.m.

Most news departments oper- 
ate from a formula in which 
news, sports and weather are 
allotted a prescribed amount of 
time Sach day — with the 
remainder of the half-hour given 
to non-informational functions 
and commercials. The ‘‘news 
hole’”’ generally is accepted as 14 
minutes, although some- portion 
of that usually is devoured by 
conversation among principals 
on the newscast. 


The four local stations-differed 
substantially in how they distrib- 
uted what time actually was 
spent on news. Some of the time 
was used in presenting extensive 
stories in either the medical 
field or business. Still other 
chunks -of time were devoted to 
features, considered news by the 
survey but of dubious informa- 
tional value. 

Channel 4, for instance, devot- 
ed a major Share of its allotment 
to Mike Brown, who is assigned 
to money and business. One 
night, Brown spent 3 minutes, 44 
seconds, on a report on the 
financial aspects of nursing- 
home care for the elderly, and 
the next night spent 4 minutes 
on preparing for the cost college 
education for children.
